Perennial Wheat 


Despite the fact that Russian 
perennial wheat won a place on the 
CBC coast to coast network, it is 
not news. Russian plant breeders 
have, for many years, been investi- 
gating the possibilities of perennial 
wheats produced by crossing wheat 
with certain species of Agropyron, 
the genus to which couch grass, 
‘rested wheat grass, ete. belong 

Canadian plant breeders, likewise, 
have produced perennial wheats 
from the same or similar crosses; 
but they are not optimistic about 
the prospect of producing a com- 
mercially desirable perennial milling 
wheat. 

In an article such as this, it is 
impossible to deal adequately with 
the technical problems involved, 
Aside from the perennial habit and, 
perhaps a measure of drought re- 
sistance, practically all the charac- 
teristics we require in our milling 
wheats are to be found in hard red 
spring varieties. The chance of pro- 
ducing a high quality perennial by 
crossing wheat with Agropyron is so 
remote that we may dismiss it. 
Hybrids thus produced belong to a 
species quite distinct from both 
paronis. Crosses between the new 
nybrids and our standard varieties 
are highly sterile and, again, the 
prospect of success is remote. 

Suffice it to say that perennial 
wheat is probably in commercial 
production in Russia. It is a fairly 
safe bet that the quality will not 
meet the exacting requirements of 
Canadian and British consumers. 
The money spent on plant breeding 
in Canada is mere loose change in 
comparison with appropriations in 
Russia, Satisfactory perennial wheat 
is not an impossibility; but at best 
it will require plenty of time and 
money.

Fall dipping of sheep is just as im- 


portant as dipping in the Spring, but 
it is often neglected because, on ac 
count of the growing wool, the ticks | 
are not easily seen and farmers are 
led to believe that their flocks are 
practically free from pests. However 
the argument for fall dipping is that 
a few ticks on a sheep at the end of 
the year will multiply many times be- 
fore Spring ,and it is estimated that 
in tick-free flocks the saving in feed 
and the increased weight of lambs and 
wool, as a result of cleanliness, may 
easily amount to from 50 cents to 
$1.50 per head. On the other hand, 
the cost of dipping will not exceed 3 
to 5 cents per head.
